A Genera l View Of Sug a rtree Alley 
A Look At Farm Income 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK tffl — In th eir com­ 
petition for th e consumer’s dollar 
a number of industries are taking 
a closer look today at th e farm. 
Belief th at th e long decline in 
farm income totals h as stopped ■ 
and th at a rev ersal in th e trend 
is due h eartens merch ants wh o 
ev en during th e slump th at fol­ 
lowed th e end of Korean h ostilities 
found th e farm m arket good for 
such th ings as freezers, stov es, TV 
sets and wall-to-wall carpeting. 
Th e Department of Agriculture 
estimates th at farm ers will spend 
fiv e billion dollars more in th e 
nex t four y ears for h ome appli­ 
ances. And th e carpet institute re­ 
ports th at th e number of farm 
families remodeling or redecorat­ 
ing th eir h omes is well abov e th e 
national av erage. 
Th e farm er’s spending h abits ap­ 
pear to be in th eir th ird major 
ph ase since World War II. 
Farm income rose sh arply dur­ 
ing th e war. And th e first ph ase 
was th e use of th e increased in­ 
come to pay off old debts. It is 
estimated th at sev en out of ev ery 
ten farms are now clear of mort­ 
gage. 
Farm 
income 
continued 
h igh 
after th e war and th e farm er put 
a lot of it into buy ing new farm 
eq uipment. Last y ear th e inv est­ 
ment in mach inery and motor 
v eh icles used on th e farm was esti­ 
mated at nearly 18 billion dollars, 
about six times as great as in 
1940. 


Th is ph ase came to a fairly sud­ 
den h alt wh en th e prices of farm 
products turned down — as mak­ 
ers of farm eq uipment can testi­ 
fy . Th e farm er decided to get 
along with th e mach inery h e al­ 
ready h ad. 
Th e th ird ph ase, 
wh ich mer­ 
ch ants say h as been particularly 
notable in th e fifties, h as been th e 
purch asing 
of 
h ouseh old 
eq uip­ 
ment. Arriv al of electric power to 
many rural 
areas h elped, 
and 
farm ers turned to raising living 
standards. Th e department of ag­ 
riculture reports th e standards in 
th e farm h ouses are now more 
th an 50 per cent h igh er th an before 
th e war. 
A marked increase in th e last 
two y ears in th e sale of carpets 
and rugs, for ex ample, is reported 
by th e carpet institute. 
Nex t y ear sh oulcf see th e start 
of “ a steady , th ough gradual, im­ 
prov ement in th e economic status 
of th e farm er and of th e indus­ 
tries wh ich stand beside h im,” in 
th e opinion of Irv ing A. Duffy , gen­ 
eral manager of Ford’s tractor and 
implement division. He predicts 
gross farm income in 1957 sh ould 
be four per cent h igh er th an th is 
y ear.

Work was begun recently on an 
intak e tower and pumping station 
at Berlin Dam on the Upper Ma­ 
honing Riv er which will double the 
Mahoning Valley Sanitary D istrict’s 
water supply. 
The new facilities, being built by 
Drav o Corporation of Pittsburgh, 
will feed up to 30 million gallons 
of w ater per day into the present 
water system , which serv es 200.000 
persons in the Niles and Youngs­ 
town areas. 
From the dam, in Berlin Town­ 
ship, the additional water will be 
pumped through a nine-mile pipe­ 
line into M eander Creek , w hi c h 
flows into M eander Reserv oir, the 
sanitary district’s present f r e s h 
water source. The M eander Reser­ 
v oir is now yielding all of its 30- 
million 
gallons 
daily 
capacity, 
which is inadequate to m eet the 
area’s growing needs. With the 
water from the Berlin Reserv oir, 
the Sanitary D istrict’s daily capa­ 
city will be boosted to 60 million 
gallons. 
The new intak e tower, an ov al­ 
shaped structure of reinforced con­ 
crete, will be set in a cellulai* 
steel sheet pile cofferdam 45 feet 
upstream of the dam. 
All work is expected to be com­ 
pleted in about a year and a half.

UP) — Curbstone 
comments of a pav ement Plato: 
Twenty y ears ago a middle- 
aged man had the hope that if 
he could just keep his ulcer quiet 
until he was 65 he could retire 
and liv e happily ev er after. 
Today the idea seems to be 
spreading around that it is work 
that keeps a fellow y oung, and re­ 
tirement that causes him ulcers. 
Ev er since man first climbed 
down out of the trees he has 
dreamed of a day when he could 
gnaw a twilight bone in peace 
without hav ing to do battle with 
a saber-toothed tiger. 
He finally has the answer—the1 
did age pension. But many today 
seem to v iew retirement as a life- 
shortening 
curse 
instead 
of 
a 
blessing. All they mention about 
a pension is the tension it sup­ 
posedly brings—the unhappy lost 
feeling of uselessness when there 
is no longer any duty to walk the 
treadmill of the daily job. 
It has taken two centuries of 
argument, s t r i k e s , occasional 
headthumpings and the growth of 
social responsibility to win pen­ 
sions in our machine age. Yet 
now some corporations are de­ 


nounced as “ heartless** because 
they do retire their employ es at 
65. 


You get a mental picture of 
thousands 
upon 
thousands 
of 
faithful old 
employ es dy ing of 
heartbreak because they no long­ 
er hav e the joy ous priv ilege of 
keeping their noses to the grind­ 
stone until they keel ov er dead. 
Somehow this picture doesn*t 
square with the facts of the sit­ 
uation as I run across them. 
The theory of retirement is like 
the practice of sex . It may be 
subject to certain justified criti­ 
cisms, but nothing will ev er make 
it downright unpopular with the 
masses. 
Quitting at 65 a job held for 
many y ears is a sad blow to many 
men, and it is a major readjust­ 
ment in liv ing for any man. But 
the biggest holler made by most 
codgers on “ R” <for retirement) 
day 
isn’t 
made 
because 
they 
y earn to go on endlessly labor­ 
ing. Their real squawk, often jus­ 
tified, 
is, 
“ My 
pension 
check 
isn’t big enough for me to liv e 
the way I want to.** 
Most men in any period of his­ 
tory hav e been willing—if they 


could do so without starv ing—to 
quit paddling their own canoe at 
65 and float quietly along for the 
rest of their journey , enjoy ing the 
v iew. 
Most men still are. A man who 
doesn’t hav e enough imagination 
or memories to liv e gracefully in 
retirement probably isn’t much of 
a fireball at his job either, and 
y ou can’t blame an employ er for 
wanting to turn him out to pasture 
and replacing him with a y oung­ 
er man. 
Only a dull or basically selfish 
man is bored to actual death by 
retirement. If he’s still an eager 
beav er at 65 being pensioned at 
65 won’t kill him. There are a 
thousand way s in which he can 
still make himself useful to the 
community and to himself. Nc 
man with an outgiv ing heart or 
hand has any reason to feel use­ 
less in this world, unless his real 
desire is to indulge in self-pity . 
Most of the men I know who 
retired—including a couple who 
practically cried with regret at 
the time—hav e found a new way 
of life and a greater freedom 
from worry .

Lee Refused 
Right To Sue 
Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON UPI — The Su­ 
preme Court Tuesday denied Gov . 
J. Bracken Lee of Utah permis­ 
sion to file suit attacking con­ 
stitutionality of the U.S. foreign 
aid program. 
The proposed suit also asked the 
high tribunal to enjoin Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey from 
using funds for foreign aid. 
In his plea to the court for per­ 
mission to file the suit, Lee said: 
“ Congress under the Constitu­ 
tion has no power to collect and 
ex pend tax es for such purposes. 
Enforcement of federal tax laws 
within Utah is causing not mere­ 
ly a v iolation of the rights of 
Utah citizens in their capacity as 
U.S. citizens but financial dam­ 
age to the state itself.” 
Lee, a Republican, sought re- 
election as an independent in last 
week’s election but lost to Repub­ 
lican George D. Cly de. His term 
ex pires in January . 
Lee has been critical of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and fav ors the 
United States’ getting out of the 
United Nations. He has refused to 
pay the part of his 1955 income 
tax which he estimated would go 
for foreign aid. 
The gov ernor’s request to the 
Supreme Court was that he be al­ 
lowed to file an original com­ 
plaint, that is one in which first 
action would be taken by the high 
court.
